To the inhabitants of the Town of N orthumberland 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Forbush Hall, in 
the said town,on the second Tuesday of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects:

9. To see if the town will vote to raise money for 
improvements on road from town bridge to foot of first 
hill on Lost Nation road. 


10. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to granting and voting a sum of money not exceeding 
four hundred dollars as shall be imdged necessary in aid 
of free public band concerts. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of } Memor ial Day. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise, in addition to the amount required by law, for 
the support of the public library. 


13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for sewers on Mechanic Street. 


14. Tosee if the town will authorize the selectmen 
to provide offices for the town, including a vault room. 
and raise the necessary money for the same. 


15. To see if the town will vote to do away with 
the office of Committee on Public Improvements. 


16. To see if the town will vote to elect one mem- 
ber of Committee on Public Improvements. 


17. To see if the town will vote to adopt the sys- 
tem of accounting and collecting water rents and sched- 
ule of rates as recommended by the Committee on Pub- 
hie Improvements.

To the Voters of the Town of Northumberland: 


In submitting this report the Trustees are particu- 
larly gratified with the noticeable increase in the circu- 
Jation during the past year. 


A classified record of each day’s output has been 
most accurately kept by the Librarian and seems to 
justify the opening of the Library for two and perhaps 
more days each week. | 

The growing demand for juvenile books has necessi- 
tated a proportionately large purchase of such books 
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and a separate desk for disbursing the same. The Trus- 
tees deem it necessary to employ an assistant to the 
Librarian to help with this added volume of work. 

Every Board of Trustees recognizes the fact that 
the preponderance of books called for at the Public Li- 
brary is fiction, but purchases of new books must not 
exclude that class of non-fiction so essential to study, 
improvement and culture. We have therefore attempted 
in a small way to increase those other departments of 
the library. 

By the use of the revised card system over-due books 
are called in at once and a collection of over $36.00 in 
fine money has been brought into the library funds. 

A small expenditure for lawn mower and service has 
appreciably improved the appearance of the yard.
